A bulletin from the American Retail Federation has 
this to say about the tangled tax situation: “In the event 
you haven’t seen the President’s request for appropriations, 
it is a shocker! He has asked for a total of 107.9 billion 
dollars, which, incidentally, is an Increase of about 34 
per cent in two years over the earliest 1962 appropriations 
request. 

“To pay for this astounding expenditure, we must then 
look at anticipated income. This is estimated at 87 billion 
dollars, and neglects to mention that if the tax reduction 
bill is passed, this figure could be cut from 10 to 13 billion 
dollars! Thus, there is a distinct possibility that this year’s 
proposed expenditures could exceed receipts by as much 
as 36 billion dollars, if approved by Congress as requested 
and if tax reductions as requested are approved.” 

The interest of a major retail organization in this 
program is evident. Deficits of the size which are possible 
could hardly help but lead to new waves of price inflation, 
porliaps of unprecedented size, scope, and speed. The effect 
of that on retail trade is, to put it mildly, grim. But, far 
more important is the effect on the citizen and consumer. 
Incomes, with comparatively few exceptions, always lag 
behind price increases. And the effect on people who must 
live on fixed incomes, such as the retired, can be fairly 
described as murderous. 

There is a strongly supported feeling in Congress 
that, to compensate for needed tax reduction, expenditures 
must be cut by as much as $15 billion. This, say fiscal auth¬ 
orities, can be done without eliminating any really essen¬ 
tial governmental function. Anyone who pays taxes, owns a 
home, life Insurance, or has savings of any kind — and 
that means all of us — faces the choice of doing everything 
possible to help stem public spending or suffer eventual 
loss of economic, and in all likelihood, political indepen¬ 
dence.

Waterville, Wn., Empire-Press: “Perhaps our most re¬ 
publican form of government we have in this country is 
county government. It is a government that is closest to 
the people where, if they only knew and took interest, they 
have the most control. The role of county government is 
limited; the negotiations and deliberations of the Commis¬ 
sioners are open to the public. They are, however, re¬ 
stricted in action by state statutes. On matters of welfare, 
highway moneys, education and federal aid they have but 
little control. The trend, unfortunately, is toward more 
centralization. This was brought about by the federal and 
state governments usurping their sources of revenue and 
attaching strings to federal and state aid, matching moneys.
